Township official 
will submit new 
waste amendment |

After the defeat of an amendment 
to the Crawford County Solid Waste 
Plan that would have allowed wastes 
from an increased number of counties 
tobe brought to the City Environmental 
Services, Inc. (CESW), landfill in 
Maple Forest Township, another 
amendment is in the process of being 
developed. 

The prior amendment was 
submitted by CESW. The new 
amendmentis being written by Lovells 
Township Supervisor Fred Schaibly, 
with the assistance of Diane Rekowski 
of the Northeast Michigan Council of 
Governments (NEMCOG), located in 
Gaylord. Schaibly said, when the 
wording is complete, the amendment 
will be submitted by NEMCOG, to the 
Crawford County Solid Waste 
Planning Commiuce. 

“I've had a good response to the 
plan from many citizens,” Schaibly 
said. “I will submit it after I think it 
has a chance of passing.” 

The CESW amendment was 
rejected by a 3-3 tic vote of the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners. All three 


commissioners voting against the 
amendment stated their wishes; 1) to 
have a law enforcement mechanism in 
place to monitor the waste coming 
into the landfill, and; 2) to pay for that 
law enforcement through a per-gate- 
yard impact fee paid by CESW to the 
county. Neither were included in the 
CESW amendment, but are included 
in Schaibly’s. 

The Schaibly amendment provides 
for the same number of counties, but 
has slightly different reporting 
procedures, an impact fee of $1.50 per 
cubic yard on waste originating outside 
of Crawford County, and the 
establishment of a local Monitoring 
and Law Enforcement Committee 
which would be responsible for 
developing recycling, houschold 
hazardous waste, composting and law 
enforcement programs. 

Schaibly said a copy of the draft 
had been given to officials at CESW. 
He said he didn’t know if his 
amendment would meet with CESW 
approval, or if it would delay their 
demand, made after the defeat of the 
prior amendment, to give the landfill 
back to Crawford County and recoup 
the $3.8 million purchase price.

Fish Hatchery adds new lures for '95 season 


The Grayling Fish Hatchery wiil 
open for the 1995 tourist season on 
Saturday, May 27, with at least one 
new attraction. 

In addition to being able to view 
and feed 40,000 to 60,000 whopper 
sized trout, this year kids of all ages 
will be able to actually catch trout in 
the new hatchery trout pond. 

The trout pond will be acooperative 
effort between the Grayling Recreation 
Authority (GRA) and Flowing Well 
Trout Pond of Kalkaska. For years 
Flowing Well has leased its fish to the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery for the summer 
tourist season. 

This year Flowing Well wiil give 
fish for the hatchery and the trout 
pond, but will receive a percentage of 
the sales of the fish that are caught. 

According to GRA Director Dan 
Wyers, the trout pond will be stocked 
with 12-to-18-inch rainbow trout, 
which when caught will be sold, at a 


the fish hatchery to make it self- 
sustaining. 

“The fish hatchery is a real benefit 
tothe local economy,” Wyers said. “‘It 
keeps people coming back to town. 
Our goal is to keep the fish hatchery 
maintained as wellas it has been in the 
past and to make some additions and 
improvements to keep up with the 
growing number of tourists.” 

Wyers said Flowing Well: i 
guarantecing to pay the fish hatch 


maximurn of $15,000. 

“To get us started, they’re even 
willing to put up the minimum amount 
before the season,” Wyers said. “That 
will allow us to put in a well and a 
septic system, There will be no outlay 
from the GRA or the county.” 

In addition to the troutpond, Wyers 
said the GRA is working very hard to 
develop a display of live, Grayling 


trout and a new fish-ladder through 
the hatchery on the East Branch of the 
AuSable is also in the works, Wyers 
said. 

“We're working very closely with 
the DNR onallofour projects,” Wyers 
said, 

The Grayling Fish Hatchery will 
remain open 7-days-per week from 10 
a.m, until 6 p.m. through Labor Day. 


The cost of admission will be $1 for 
adults and 50-cents for children over 
the age of five, witha family maximum 
of $5, A bag of fish food will be given 
to all who enter. 

Wyers said the GRA willbe running 
periodic coupon offers in the

After waiting for a few more months, 
I was contacted by Rockford with the 
proposal of the District being the 
sponsor, due to the commissioners not 
approving a contract with them. 
Following that decision, I encouraged 
the District to approve the project at 
the next monthly board meeting; 
therefore, this over-due updated plat 
book project got started immediately. 

I believe in 4-H and support it 100 
percent... however, I wonder how 
many dollars it is going to see from 
this new plat book? 

By advertising and supporting the 
publishing of the current updated book 
sponsored by the Crawford- 
Roscommon Soil and Water 
Conservation District, the sales of the 
books will go towards supporting the 
many services, programs and activities 
assisting every person in Crawford 
County to conserve the air, animals, 
plants, soil and water.

Mushroom pickers beware 


To the editor: 

Being a Michigan resident since 
birth, as was my father before me, it 
has long been a time-honored tradition 
that each spring we venture to secret 
locations deep in the woods to pick the 
prized morel mushroom. One of the 
types we always loved was the 
bee fstake or false more]. It was always 
one of my favorites because it’s casy 
to see, it has a great flavor and the 
things are much bigger than its cousins, 
the black wop and white morels. But 
through the years I kept hearing stories 
about the hidden dangers involved with 
eating this variety of fungi. 

In time, I weaned myself almost 
completely from eating the beefstake 
morel. However, while hunting 
mushrooms this spring in Traverse 
City, I broke down and picked a sack 
full for old time sake. Afterwards, 
while discussing different ways to 
prepare our find, my cousin, Dale 
Nielson, asked me if f ever opened the 
brain-like blobs to get the bugs out. 
Laughing, I said “No, they were a 
good source of protein.” Needless to 
say, While rinsing off my mushrooms, 
Dale’s words came back to me over 
and over again until finally f took his 
advice and started to cut them in half, 
After about five or so, I cut into one 
and to my surprise out crawled a small 
salamander. Quite shocked by this 
occurrence, I questioned the 
palatability of this little creature. I 
called the National Poison Control 
Center and asked the lady on the other 


end of the line, “What happens to 
people who cat salamanders?” Her 
voice grew cold as she asked, “Who 
has eaten one?” Then I explained what 
had just happened. With her voice 
back to its normal tone, she told me 
false morels contain a substance called 
monomethyl hydrozine, a chemical 
found in rocket fuel. This can cause 
brain damage, liver dysfunction, heart 
problems, kidney failure, stomach 
cramps and diarrhea, and in some 
cases, if that isn’t enough, it can cause 
death. Then she got into the negatives 
of cating salamanders. These liule 
guys have glands in their skin that 
secrete tetrodotoxin, which is also 
found in the orienta! puffer fish, which 
when properly cleaned, is a delicacy 
served in sushi bars. This toxin is a 
powerful nerve poison and in a 


concentrated form is more toxic than | 


cyanide. 

The folds which compose the 
Structure of the false morel make a 
perfect hiding place fora hostof living 
things, including salamanders. 

My lady and I had a nice chat about 
the joys of being poisoned. She ended 
with “Why take the chance?” I guess 
it comes down to how you feel about 
your own tuck and the hick of your 
loved ones. If you still decide to eat 
this type of mushroom, please take the 
time to open it before cooking, just to 
make sure you're eating only what 
you think you are. Good luck.

We owe reverence and respect 
to our flag. It represents the highest 
ideals of individual liberty, justice and 
equal opportunity for all. The flag is a 
precious possession. Display it 
proudly. 

There are certain fundamental rules 
for proper display and use of the United 
States Flag, as established by generally 
accepted custom and by Public Law 
94-344 approved by Congress and 
signed by the President of the United 
States. 

1, Itis the universal custom todisplay 


the flag only from sunrise to sunset on

inthe open. However, whena patriotic 
effect is desired, the flag may be 
displayed 24 hours a day if properly 
illuminated during the hours of 
darkness. 

2. The flag should be hoisted briskly 
and lowered ceremoniously. 

3. The flag should not be displayed 
ondays when the weather is inclement, 
except when an all-weather flag is 
displayed. 

4, The flag should be displayed on 
all special days. 

5. The flag should be displayed daily 
on, or near the main administration 
building of every public institution. 

6. The flag should be displayed in, 
or near every polling place on election 
days. 

7. The flag should be displayed 
during school days in, or near every 
schoolhouse. 

8. When the flag is displayed from a 
staff projecting from a window sill, 
balcony or building front, the union 
(stars) of the flag should always be at 
the peak of the staff unless the flag is 
at half-staff. When suspended over a 
sidewalk from a rope between a 
building and a pole at the edge of the 
sidewalk, the flag should be hoisted 
out from the building, union first. 

9. When displayed over the middle 
of the street, the flag should be 
suspended vertically, with the union 
to the north in an east west street, or to 
the cast in a north and south street. 

10. When camied in a parade front 
with other flags, the U.S. Flag should 
always be to the marching right of the 
other flags or to the front and center of 
the flag line. 

11. When displayed on a Moat ina 
parade the U.S. Fiag should be 
mounted ona staff or if displayed flat, 
it should be so suspended that its folds 
fall free, 

12. The flag should not be draped 
over the hood, top, sides or back of a 
vehicle or of a railroad train or a boat. 
When the flag is displayed on a motor 
car, the staff should be fixed firmly to 
the chassis or clamped to the right 
fender. 

13. The flag should never be carried 
flat or horizontally, but always aloft 
and free. 

14, During the ceremony of hoisting 
or lowering the flag, or when the flag 
is passing in a parade or in review, all 
persons present except those in uniform 
should face the flag and stand at 
attention with the right hand over the 
heart. Those in uniform should render 
the military salute. Men should remove 
their headdress with their right hand 
and hold it at the left shoulder, the 
hand being over the heart. Aliens 
should stand at attention. 

15. During the rendition of the 
national anthem when the flag is 
displayed, rule 14 should be followed. 
When the flag is not displayed those 
present should face toward the music 
and act in the sare mannez they would 
if the flag were displayed there. 

16. The Piedge of Allegiance to the 
flag should be rendered by standing at 
attention facing the flag with the right 
hand over the heart. Men should 
remove their headdress and hold it at 
the left shoulder with their right hand 
over the heart. Persons in uniform 
should remain silent, face the flag, and 
render the military salute.

17. When flags of two or more 
nations are displayed they should be 
flown from separate staffs of the same 
height and the flags should be of 
approximately equal size. 

18. When flags or pennantsof states, 
cities or societies are flown on the 
same halyard with the Flag of the 
U.S.A., the latter should always be at 
the peak. When flown from adjacent 
staffs the U.S. Flag should be hoisted 
first and lowered last. 

19. No other flag or pennant should 
be placed above or, if on the same 
level, to the right of the U.S. Flag, 
except during church services 
conducted by naval chaplains at sca. 

20. When a number of flags of states 
or Cities, or pennants of societics arc 
grouped and displayed from staffs with 
the U.S. Flag, the latter should be at 
the center and highest point of the 


group. 

21. When displayed with another 
flag, the U.S. Flag should be to its own 
right, or the observer's left, with its 
staff over that of the other flag. 

22. The U.S. Flag should not be 
dipped to any person or thing. 
Regimental colors, state, city, 
organizational or other flags are dipped 
as a mark of honor. 

23. Do not display the Flag of the 
U.S.A. with the union down, except as 
a signal of dire distress in instances of 
extreme danger to life or property. 

24. Do not Ict the Flag of the U.S.A. 
touch anything beneath it, such as the 
ground, floor, water or merchandise. 

25. The flag should be a distinctive 
feature of a ceremony for unveiling a 
statue or Monument bul the flag should 
never be used as the cover for the 
statue or monument. 

26. On Memorial Day, the flag 
should be displayed at half-staff until 
noon onty, then raised to the top of the 
staff. By order of the President, the 
flag shall be flown at half-staff upon 
the death of principal figures of the 
U.S.Government and the governor of 
a stale, territory, Or possession, as a 
mark of respect to their memory. 

27. When displayed either 
horizontally or vertically againsta wall, 
the union should be uppermost and to 
the flag’s own right. When displayed 
in a window, the flag should be 
displayed in the same way. 

28. The U.S. Flag should never be 
used as drapery, never festooned, 
drawn back, nor up, in folds. It should 
always be allowed to fall free. 

29. Blue, white, and red bunting 
should be used for covering a speaker's 
stand, draping a platform front or for 
gencral decorations. 

30. When bunting is displayed 
vertically, the blue will be to the 
observer's left, white in the center and 
red on the right. 

31. The flag should never be 
fastened, displayed, used or stored in 
such manner as will permit it to be 
easily torn, soiled or damaged. 

32. The flag should never be used as 
a ceiling cover, 

33. Never hang or drape the flag in 
any position below the seats on a 
platform. 

34, When used on a speaker's 
platform, the flag, if displayed flat, 
should be above and behind the 
speaker. 

35. When displayed from a staff in 
a church or public auditorium, the

Flag of the U.S.A. should hold the 
position of superior prominence, jn 
advance of the audience, and in the 
position of honor at the clergyman's 
or speaker’s right as he faces the 
audience. Any other flag so displayed 
should be placed at the left of the 
clergyman or speaker or io the right of 
the audience. 

36. The U.S. Flag should never be 
used as a table cover or receptacle for 
receiving, holding, carrying or 
delivering anything. 

37. The U.S. Flag should never have 
placed upon any part of it, norattached 
to it, any mark, insignia, letter, word, 
figure, design, picture or drawing of 
any nature, 

38. The flag should never be used 
for advertising purposes in any manner 
whatsoever. It should not be 
embroidered on such articles as 
cushions or handkerchiefs and the hike, 
printed or otherwise impressed on 
paper napkins or boxes or anything 
that is designed for temporary use ani 
discard. Advertising signs should not 
be fastened to a staff or halyard from 
which the flag is flown. 

39, When a flag is used on a casket 
its union should be over the deceased's 
left shoulder. Carry the casket foot 
first, The flag should not be lowered 
into the grave, nor allowed to touch 
the ground. 

40. After a U.S. Flag has been used 
as a caskel cover it may, and should. 
be displayed in every normal manner. 

41. When the flag is placed upon a 
grave, sec that it will not touch the 
ground. Do not leave it there 
indefinitely. In Arlington, and other 
national cemetenics, flags are removed 
the following day. 

42. Never destroy a U.S. Flag in 
public ceremony. When a flag is so 
badly torn, soiled or faded that it is no 
longer a fitting emblem for display. 
the flag should be destroyed in privatc, 
preferably by buming and withoul 
ceremony. A tom flag may be mended. 
or if soiled it may be washed or dry 
cleaned. 

43. Any rule or custom pertaining to 
the display of the U.S. Flag may te 
changed or repealed, or additional rules 
may be prescribed only by the 
President of the United States, acting 
as Commander-in-Chief of thie Armed 

Forces. Any such change shall be se: 
forth in a Presidential proclamation.

DOODLES FROM THE TALL 


By Wendell L. Hoover, Park Interpreter 


When time allows I like to carve or 
whittle something from wood. Itis a 
nice way tocreatively pass time. Over 
the years, I would hesitate to say how 
many miniature canoe paddles have 
appeared from a seemingly plain piece 
of cedar, pine or basswood, but it takes 
about four minutes with good wood 
and a sharp pocket knife. If you are 
interested in learning how, come take 
a guided tour with me sometime this 
summer and geta free demonstration. 


My far-back ancestors carved 
ceremonial masks, spoons, ladles and 
other tools without sophisticated tools, 
until the introduction of steel by the 
other half of my ancestors. Before the 
introduction of tempered steel my far- 
back ancestors used knives of flint, 
and obsidian, and if axes as we think of 
them, were unknown, or at least 
uncommon, the adze was not. Adze 
blades could be of almost any hard 
sharp stone. Detail work was done 
with cutting edges on knives and 
chisels of stone, clam shells and beaver 


teeth. Needless to say, any intricate 
carving wasa slow, laborious process, 
even when soft woods were used. 


A few months ago some friends 
returning from Alaska brought me a 
book on totem poles which rekindled 
my desire to carve a totem pole similar 
to those carved by the native peoples 
of the Pacific Northwest. The major 
problem isa suitable piece of wood, as 


some of the original poles were four 
feet in diameter and over 60 feet tall. 
Such poles are carved nowhere else in 
the world except southeastern Alaska 
and westem British Columbia. 
Considering that the surface used 
by the carver is curved, it is necessary 
to cover the surface with as much of 
the subjectas possible. Ifthe space did 
notallow the whole figure to be carved 
certain identifying marks were 
included with as muchelse as possible. 
Any animals, birds, or humans had to 
sit or stand with their legs, wings or 
arms held close to the body. Due to the

The change over from winter to 
summer operations went very well. 
We have continued the 6 a.m, starting 
time and made the transition to 10 
hour days,ona4-day-per-weck regular 
work schedule. While this is not 
desirable during winter maintenance 
operations, itncts a savings of $23,000 
during the summer schedule. We arc 
experiencing greater productivity duc 
to longer days, reduced set-up ume 
and greater efficiencies in the use of 
energy and fucl. 

Perhaps you have noticed, driving 
by on the freeway, that the road 
commission yard has been cleaned up 
and organized. During the change 
over period this spring, when sanders 
and salters were removed and repaired, 
the summer equipment was serviced 
fully and put in to operation. Some of 
the work force and volunteers also 
worked to organiz¢ our supplies and to 
plant trees, bushes and wildflowers. 
The materials, which are stored 
outside, now are lined up according to 
size and type. The planting is intended 
to prevent erosion in the areas that 
have opened up, and over ume, to 
make fora beticr view. Special thanks 
to Boy Scout Troop 979, Georgia- 
Pacific, Charlic Fick and the Crawford- 
Roscommon Soil and Water 
Conservation District staff.

Oct. 1, 1995, we have taken another 
look at cutting ourcosts. So, in addition 
to a varicty of efficiencies already in 
place, we are headed toward 
“privatizing” the production and 
distribution of official road maps. This 
is being done in a joint venture with 
the chamber of commerce and others. 
These Build Michigan funds, which 
we and others will lose, came from 
moncy which the state borrowed, 
instead of raising the gasoline tax. 

The Lovells Road project is 
underway, utilizing federal, state, 
township and private sector funds. The 
public hcaring on this project was held 
in the road commission board room on 
Jan. 27, followed by the required 
federal and state funding process 
mecting on Feb. t. Bids were read on 
April 7 and the projectis scheduled for 
completion prior to July 4th of this 
year. 

Because we are using matching 
funds, which do not have to be re-paid, 
and private sector contractors and sub- 
contractors are involved in our larger 
projects, we are able to free up more of 
our basic sources of funds, (Act 51 
moncy). Likewise, our work force is 
ablc tocngagce in more mikes of routine 
maintenance activity On our primary 
and local road systems. This all results 
inthe level of service being higher and 
more miles of roads being maintained.

became full time, I have met with five 
of the six township boards during their 
regular meetings. When I have met 
with the one remaining township on 
the schedule, another article will be 
writicn to inform readers of the work 
we are doing together. 

In cooperation with the Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR), Smith 
Bridge is open. As the former bridge 
was being removed by the road 
commission contractor, DNR plans 
and construction of the new bridge 
remained on schedule. Many thanks 
to all involved in this successful 
project. The military participated by 
first installing, then removing the 
temporary Bailcy Bridge, which 
capped the former structure. 

Physical inspecuon of the new Smith 
Bridge took place on May 19, by the 
road commission cnginecr under 
contract. The DNR construction 
engineer was present. A punch list of 
corrections have been made. Once the 
DNR has completed the file on this 
project, itis anticipated that a favorable 
recommendation, to the board of 
county road commissioners, will result 
in the road commisston acquiring 
owncrship of the bndge, along with 
maintenance responsibilities. 

The road commission is set to adopt 
minimum road construction standards. 
This means that roads which are 
upgraded will meet the standard 
required for certification. More 
importantly, to you, it means that 
whomever builds a road within our 
system, there will be sufficient grade, 
gravel, bituminous and drainage. 
Roads within the jurisdiction of the 
road commission will be built to last 
and maintenance costs will be lessened. 

The road commission is working 
with the military to establish 
guidelines, by rcsolution, to maintain 
safe roads during the occasiona! times 
when the firing ranges at Camp 
Grayling are in use, In the future, 
when temporary ciosings occur, 
advance notice will be given, proper 
signs will be placed and newly 
established procedures will be 
followed. Due to the extensive 
upgrading of the firing range facilities, 
it is likely that the next two years will 
sce Iess activity in this regard, than 
usual.

City officer receives 
award for saving life 


When Pastor James Van Liere col- 
lapsed on Sunday, Feb. 19, while his 
congregation was singing hymns, 
Grayling City Police patrolman Karl 
DeVries and Grayling resident Marc 
Stewart responded immediately. The 
two were attending Sunday moming 
services at Heritage Baptist Church in 
Grayling. 

Van Liere had a faint pulse when 
911 was called. When Van Liere’s 
breathing and pulse stopped before 
rescue workers had arrived, DeVries 
and Stewart initiated CPR. They main- 
tained resuscitation efforts until the 
arrival of North Flight Ambulance 
personnel. 

Van Licre was taken to Mercy 
Hospital and later transferred to Pe- 
toskey where he was diagnosed as 
having a sudden death cardiac arrest.

After almost a year of 
research, the last mystery, “Who was 
William Walker?” was solved. Trips 
to the courthouse looking for records, 
microfilm of the Avalanche, long- 
distance phone calls, letters, and chats 
with local people finally resulted in 
the information we needed to order the 
stone. Thanks to Mrs. Roland Wilcox, 
who came up with a handwritten book 
of her mother's, with dates and army 
information, and to Mrs. Joc Durga 
who answered my letter.

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After 50 years, soldier speaks of World War Il Holocaust 


The following story is a true and 
graphic depiction of the horrors ofa 
Nazi contration camp of World War 
Il, Parents need to decide if it is 
appropriate for young children to 
read,

At the outbreak of World War I, 
Bob Hartwig was a young school 
teacher in Flint. When he and 
thousands of other men enlisted in the 
service to fight the Germans and 
Japanese, he had no idea he would be 
one of the first American servicemen 
io discover and report to the world the 
horrors of the Nazi death camps. 

Through the years, Hartwig seldom 
mentioned his experiences in 
Germany, but today with some 
extremist groups denying that the 
Holocaust ever happened, Hartwig has 
promoted his story so the truth can be 
known. 

His hope for today, on the Memorial 
Day holiday of the SOth anniversary of 
the end of World War Il, is that 
everyone know the truth so that history 
will never repeat itself. He wants 
those who died at the hands of Nazi 
murderers, whether American soldicrs, 
or innocent European civilians, to 
never be forgotten, 

As a photographer with the 12th 
Armored Division, Hartwig’s unit first 
landed on the European continent at 
LeHavre, France, in 1944. He saw 
much fighting as the division forced 
its way through Rouen and on to 
liberate the big city of Strasbourg. 
Then the unit headed east into southern 
Germany. 


The following story, written in 
Hartwig’s own words, was one of the 
first stories to be released to the outside 
world documenting the atrocities of 
the Nazidcathcamps. Hartwig dictated 
the story to another Americanon April 
27, 1945, even though, after seeing the 
Landsburg Concentration Camp that 
day, he could hardly talk from being 
physically sick. Hartwig took most of 
the accompanying photographs 
himself. 


“Last night we moved into a 
town—a very new town, in the sense 
that the Krauts had just run out of 
it. That is, most of them. Even 
though it was late, we roamed 
around 4 little, catching all the late 
rumors. During our wandering, we 
came across an American first 
sergeant and a British officer who 
had been released that day from a 
German prison camp. They told us 
of some of the atrocities practiced 
by the Germans, on some of their 
prisoners, We took their stories, as 
one might say, with a grain of salt, 
and didn’t fully believe all they had 
to say. They told us of slowty being 
starved, having to eat snails, 
dandelions, weeds, and occasionally 
some very thin potato soup. 

Later inthe evening, ata meeting, 
our captain told us of a slave labor 
camp near us where it was believed 
some 200 people had been burned 
that morning. That seemed 
impossible to us, aS did the other 
stories, 

Next morning, I had a chance to 
ride to this scene, to actually view 
the results of mass barbarianism, 


poisoned and others were killed by 
an injection of oxygen into their 
bloodstream, so we were told. We 
do know that some of them were at 
least 30 hours in the process of dying. 
Even when we were there, an 
occasional groan could be heard 
from someone dying in that mass— 
or a movement of an arm or leg 
could be seen. The expressions on 
their faces were undescribable, The 
positions they were in, some half 
sitting, others up on one arm or ina 
twisted, grotesque shape. 

For now, let us identify the place 
as the ‘Landsburg Concentration 
Camp Area.’

Here, let me speak of the released 
Russian I earlier mentioned. He 
was perhaps the busiest person in 
the whole place.

I guess, you might say, we backed 
him up.

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NX] New elementary school, football

Just two short months after the pas- 
sage of the millage fora new Grayling 
Elementary School, work is underway 
and plans have been set in motion. 
Some things are already being noticed 
| bythe public, suchas the excavation at 

the high school where the new football 
field will be located. Other things 
won't occur until at least a year from 
now. A tentative schedule has been 
established but is subject to change. 
Plans haven't been finalized and the 
guidetines presented in this arucle 
aren’t final either. 

The project was broken down into 
six main items: high school athictic 
fields, district-wide technology net- 
work, new clemeatary, Grayling cle- 
mentary, Frederic Elementary and the 
middle school physical education field. 

High School Athletic Fields 

The first priority, out of necessity, 
became the high school athletic fields. 
The old football field is located where 
the new clementary school is to be 
built. Construction on the new ele- 
mentary school will start in Septem- 
ber 1995 and would interfere with 
football games on the current field. 

“Even if they don’t dig on the actual! 
M piavinig ficld, you have all of that 
equipment there and you can’t secure 
it,” said Kent Reynolds, superinten- 
dent. Reynolds said if the grass 1s 
planted in the new field by June then 
the Vikings will play on the new field 
this fall.

That doesn’t mean there will be 
lights or bleachers yet, said Reynolds. 
Games may have to be scheduled 
during the day. The athletic ficlds 
won't be completely done until De- 
cember of "95, according to the tenta- 
tive schedule. 

There will be a hillside, or berm on 
the home side in which the bleachers 
will be built. The grade is gentle and 
bleachers will be wheelchair acces- 
sible from top or bottom. The very 
bottom row of the bleachers will be 
about four feet above the track, allow- 
ing everyone in the bleachers a clear 
view of the action on the field. 

Side-line walkers will have to 
change their habits at the new football 
field, Fencing prevents observers from 
walking completely around the track 
and from blocking the view from the 
bleachers. 

Since work began, trees and stumps 
have beenremoved, the grade has been 
cutand the berm has been compacted. 
Soon fencing will go up around the 
field and grass seed will be planted. 

When finished, there will be scating 
for about 2,000 fans. The only cn- 
trance to the new athletic ficld wil! be 
on the south end of the high school 
parking Jot. Fans will enter through a4 
double gate with ticket booths on c¢i- 
ther side, allowing lines to be much 
shorter. As they enter, fans will 
immediately pass the bathrooms and 
concession stand. Rival fans can 
conunuc to their right where they will 
be seated in the current field's home 
bleachers. Viking fans will go to their 
left where they can conunue up the 
grade to the top of the bleachers or tum 
right to sit near the bottom of the 
bleachers. 

There will be two fences around the 
athletic field. The outermost fence 
will surround the enure complex, with 
the only public entrance being through 
the double gate by the ticket booths. 
The second fence will be around the 
outside of the tack and this is the 
fence that will force side-line walkers 
to change their football watching 
habits, On the north side of the athleuc 
fields by Old 27 there will be an en- 
trance/exit for ambulances. This will 
allow ambulances to have casy access 
to Old 27 and keep them away from 
the congesuon of the public parking 
area, 

Current plans are to have the foot- 
ball teams use the locker rooms lo- 
cated within the high school gymna- 
sium across the parking lot from the 
athletic fields. 

Tentative schedules plan on paving 
the high school parking lot during the 
summer of 1996. This would include 
eliminating the circle drive at the 
southeast end of the parking lot and 
making that area additional parking. 
Plans arc also to extend the parking lot 
north to Old 27, Currently there is a 
grassy area between the parking lot 
and Old 27. 

New Elementary 

There is work being done on the 
new early clementary school, but it 
isn’t something that the public can see 
happening. ‘Teachers, paraprofession- 
als and support staff filled out ques- 
tionnaires to find out what they would 
like to have in the new elementary. 
From this the designers have devel- 
oped the first draft, or “wish list” of 
what is going to be done in the new 
elementary school. Now reality and 
the budget will be applied to the wish 
list, said Reynolds, 

Some of the things talked about in 
the first draft arc the amount of storage 
needed in the classrooms and else- 
where; the type of lighting; whether 
teachers prefer chalk boards or marker 
boards; if classrooms should be tiled, 
carpeted or both; whether to use ana- 
log or digital clocks; where to store 
children’s coats, lunches and other 
items; and the desired ne aimos-

phere. 
The new elementary school will be 


done in three phases. Phase one will 
include site work, footings and foun- 
dations, and door frames. Phase two 
will include bearing walls and duild- 
ing enclosure, including the roof, 
Phase three will include the balance of 
the construction. The project for the 
elementary school should be com. 
pletely finished in December of 1996, 
The building will open up for classes 
in time for the fall of 1996 as long as 
the roof is on the building by Decem- 
ber 1995, said Reynolds. The work to 
be completed after the start of school 
won't interfere with classes. 

The public can expect to see some 
work being done on the new clemen- 
tary school in September 1995, 

Frederic Elementary 

Work 1s planned at Frederic Ele. 
mentary as carly as July 1995. This 
would most likely be cither paving of 
the parking lot or windows being put 
in, possibly both. Once again it is 
cautioned that the dates given arc 
tentative and subject to change. 

Grayling Elementary 

There won't be any constructon 
work done at Grayling Elementary 
until February of 1996. Design plan- 
ning will begin in July 1995. Most of 
the items that will be done at Grayling 
Elementary can’t be achieved until the 
new duilding is up or money could be 
wasted. 

Youcan't puta new roofon yet, said 
Reynolds, because it may necd to be 
partially tom up when the new build- 
ing is altached. Inside work can't be 
done unul the crowding problem is 
relieved and kindergarten through 
second grade students are in the new 
building, he said. 

The two busldings will be independ- 
cat, said Reynolds. Both buildings 
will have their own principal, secre- 
lary, cafetena, library and gym. Some 
things, however, just don't make sense 
io duphcate, he said. These would 
include space for the occupational 
therapist, the speech therapist, kitchen 
and the gifted and talented program. 

District-wide Technology Net- 
work 

This will cover updaung technol- 
ogy for the middle school, high school, 
transportauon, and all of the clemen- 
tary schools. This is also broken down 
into two phases. Phase one wall be 
completed in August 1995. This will 
involve installing adequate wiring for 
computers; and pulung in the rest of 
the computer network at the middle 
school in ume to offer the August - 
September summer schoo! program. 

Middle School physical education 
field 

The lack of room for physical edu- 
cation is the concem at the middle 
school. In the past physical education 
Classes were bused t Grayling Ele- 
mentary to use the athletic field there, 
bul starting next school year that area 
will no longer be there. Right now, 
physical education classes are walk- 
ing from the middle school io city 
park. The school is looking into the 
possibility of buying an adjacent block, 
tearing down the structures and creat- 
ing just a flat grassy area in order to 
provide students with a place to use 
for sports, 

Property owners in three directions 
are being approached and asked to 
consider selling their homes. The 
physical education area will not ex- 
tend to Peninsular Avenue because 
the school board has no desire to tear 
down the historical homes located 
there. The first row of houses along 
Michigan Avenue are also not being 
considered, The school board didn't 
wantto puta play field right on Michi- 
gan Avenue for safety reasons, as well 
as preserving the home town fecl of 
the Michigan Avenue drive, said 
Reynolds.

Among women — lung cancer deaths on rise 


Lung cancer is no longer justa man's 
concem. According to the American 
Cancer Society, an estumated 60,000 
women died from lung cancer in 1904 
~ making it the leading cause of cancer 
deaths among both men and women.

The Social Securmty Trustees 
announced recently dat the Old Age 
and Survivors Insurance and Disability 
Insurance (OASDI]+ Trust: bunds, 
winch support beachit payments to 
More than ss million Ameri ans. are 
in good financial Condition and wall 
remain so well tnta (he be Ce entury 

The 1998 report concludes that 
even with no change mn curre nt kaw 
the combined OAS] trust fund wall 
be able to continue pars he Bone hits foe 
the next 38 years, According: to the 
Trustees, Che assets of the combined 
OASDI Trust Funds are estimated to 
be depleted under prescat haw in 2030 
one year later than estimated in Last 
year's report. 

Commenung oo the release of the 
report, Social Security Commissioner 
Shirley S. Chater, stated, “Thus report 
reanforces the message What we must 
address the long-range issues facing 
Social Security, but we are not on the 
eve of the crisis, Phere is time to act 
cautiously and wisely ina bipartisan 
manner to enactreforms in the coming 
years that will ensure the long-term 
financial viability of the Social 
Security program.” 

Because the OASDI progratn ts not 
in “actuarial balance” over the next 75 
years, the trustees belie ve that the long- 
range solvency of the OASDI program

Accordingly, 
they recommended last year that the 
1945 Advisory Council on Soctal 
Security conduct an extensive review 
ofthe Sovial Securly financing issues 
and develop recommendauions for 
restonny: Ube long-range actuarial 
balance of the program.

“T dook forward to receewing the 
Advisory Council’s report and 
recommendauons later this year,”

we Must engage and involve the 
American public in dus discussion to 
hear from the people what changes 
they would be willing to accept and 
support in their Social Security 
programs.”

The wust fund reserves, which stood 
at $436 billion by the end of calendar 
year 1994, will, therefore grow 10 
approximately $502 billion by the end 
of calendar year 1995. 

The trust fund reserves are invested, 
by aw, in government securities. In 
calendar year LOM the reserves camed 
$31.1 billion in interest atan effecuve 
annual rate of 8.0 percent. 

About 141 million workers in 1995 
will be covered by the Social Security 
program and more than 43 milhion 
individuals will receive benefit 
payments cach month,

In 40 years the trees planted by Mrs. 
Fagerhie and Mrs. Pahssens fifth grade 
classes on Wednesday, May 17 will be 
full grown, Weyerhaeuser foresters 
Paul Call and Mike Castic guided the 
students on a tour of a forest that ts 
being managed hy Weyerhacuser.

SECTION 20.1 B. 2. a. (add) A lot size greater than one (1) acre but 
less than three (3) acres is allowed three (3) accessory buildings. 


SECTION 20.1 B. 2. b. (add) A lot size greater than three (3) acres 
cannot have an accessory building larger than 1,600 square feet. 


SECTION 20.1 B. 3. (revise) Any accessory building(s) may occupy 
not more than 25% of a required rear yard, plus 20% of any 
non-required rear yard provided that in no instance shali the ground 
floor area of the accessory building(s) exceed the living square 
footage area of the primary residence; except in the Recreational 
Forest (R-F) Zone, where the ground floor area of each accessory 
building(s) shall not exceed 200% of the living square footage area of 
the primary residence. 


SECTION 20.1 B. 3. a. (add) Not withstanding deed restrictions to the 
contrary. 


SECTION 20.1 B. 4. Change from six (6) to fifteen (15) feet the 
distance between unatfached accessory and main structures. 


SECTION 20.1 B. 5. Change from fifteen (15) to sixteen (16) feet the 
maximum height of detached accessory buildings, except private 


garages.

George A. Griffiths, one of the 
founders of Trout Unlimited, recently 
made a donation of $500 to the 
Grayling Youth Booster Club to assist 
youth baseball in Crawford County. 
The funds, which will be turned over 
to the Grayling Little League, are to be 
used in support of the growing interest 
area youth have shown toward the 
sport of baseball. Griffiths’ donation 
followed a meeting with long-time 
Booster Club member Irv Mclsaac, 
and he hopes hiscxample of generosity 
will encourage his friends in the 
community to also make contnbutons, 

Now, at the age of 94, Griffiths’ life 
has developed into legendary 
proportions. At his home on the 
AuSable River in 1959, Griffiths and 
about {!6 other local sportsmen, 
including Fred Bear, established Trout 
Unlimited to preserve the quality of 
the area’s natural resources. ‘That 
small, yet dedicated coalition of men 
developed an organization that has 
blossomed into a worldwide entity of 
70,000 members in many countnes. 
Even in his 90s, Griffiths remains 
active as a member on the International 
Board of Directors for the organization 
and continues to help protect local 
rivers and Streams. 

He and his wife, Peri, are 
approaching their 20th wedding 
anniversary, residing in Florida during 
the winter, and Michigan in the 
summer. 

Griffiths’ donation to youth baseball 
has roots dating back to the tum of the 
century in midwestern balifields. At 
age seven or eight, Griffiths’ love and 
enjoyment of baseball began in his 
hometown of Vaugnsville, a small 
village near Lima, OH, A strong first 
haseman who regularly hit for high

averages, Griffiths spent his summers 
as a youth playing for local teams and 
in church leagues. The parental and 
adult support for baseball was so strong 


salesman travelling the midwestem 
and southern states, Griffiths saw 
baseball during its heyday in the carly 
half of the century.

The secret to growing bountiful vegetables 


Have you ever wondered how to 
grow big, hearty tomatoes, luscious 
eggplant, or mouth-watering onions?

If you choose lo 
grow vegetables from seed, ash a 
garden center representative to 
recommend planting depths for cach 
twpe of seed. Also, be sure to place 

cach plantar seed eightto LO inches or 
more apart to allow for room to gross. 
Whether you start from seedling or 
from serath, remember te read the 


directions. 


Drip irrigation 

Once the site and soil are ready for 
planung, and you've selected your 
vegetables, take astep back to visualize 
and plan a row system for the 
vegetables. Before planting, consider 
installing a drip irrigation system 
between the rows lo regulate moisture 
inthe garden, A simple drip-irrigation 
system can be instalicd in a small 
garden in an afternoon with little or no 
digging. The system uses flexible 
polyethylene tubing and drip emitters 
to dispense water to plants m droplets 
and fine streams. The tubing is usually 
buried or covered with mulch to hide 
H from view, 


Drip irngation is an increasingly 
popular process, which is the slow and 
exact delivery of water to the root 
7onesot selected plantings. Asaresullt, 
nO water is cvapordted by the sun or 
blown away by the wind, nor is any 
wasted on non-growth areas. Ths

Also, because drip 
irrigation opcratcs in gallons per hour, 
versus the gallons per minute 
associated with sprinklers, gardeners 
will reap great vegetables and 
significant savings on their monthly 
watcr bills.

Once planted, apply a balanced 
fertilizer, onc that is rich in the nitrogen, 
phosphate and potassium needed to 
produce vigorous plant growth. Look 
for a time-release fertilizer that will 
dispense nutrients throughout the 
entire growing scason. Also, check 
planting instructions foreach vegetable 
to determine if it has additional 
fertilizer needs.
